he basis of a design campetition. 


In the near future, these 
plans should be finalized. With 
as divergent a group as ours, I 
am certain that not every program 
will interest every member. We 
have, however, tried to focus on 
the areas that seem to interest 
the majority.

SRO FOR DESIGN WORKSHOP 


The first Design Workshop, held 
Tuesday, January 19 in the Chap- 
ter Board Room, cammanded stand- 
ing room only.

brick mid-rise as a housing form 
for retired farmers, to the role 
of developer/client in making de- 
Sign decisions. 

The entire proceeding was vid- 
eo taped by staff from the City 
College of Chicago. They are 
taping future workshops and re- 
lated events with the goal of 
producing a 30-minute documentary 
on architects and architecture in 
Chicago. The tape will be used 
in their curriculum, and will, 
also, be available to the ATA.
